Amfierdam, Sept. 13. The affair of the Duke of Brunf- 
wiek, which feemed to have entirely fubfided, is now revived, 
and the declaration of Mr Van Lynden, for declining the em- 
baffy to Vienna, has once more awakened the attention of the 
public on this fubje&. The following is given out publicly as 
the remonftrance of the Quarter of Weftergo : 

«© The Deputies of the Quarter of Weitergo think it indif- 
penfibly neceffary for them, in the prefent critical fituation of 
public affairs, to reprefent to the other Quarters, in the moft 
ferious manner, that it is fufficiently known to every member of 
theftate, that thcre now reigns amongft the inhabitants of all 
ranks a miftru(t and general diffatisfaction concerning the fu- 
perior adminiftration of affairs, and efpecially of the negligence 
remarkable in the navy department. The fending out fingle 
fhips, the deftruction of our naval force, a few days before Eng- 
Yand had publicly declared war againft the Republic,—with o- 
ther previous and fubfequent circumitances, feem to have great- 
ly contributed to that miftruft and «iflatisfa@tion which gave rife 
to an almoft general hatred for the perfon and adminiftration of 
the Duke of branfwicky who, as private Counfellor of his High- 
nefs the Stadtholder, is fuipected as the chief caufe of the mal- 
adminiftration of affairs. From fuch miftru(t and diffatisfaction 
On the part of the good inhabitants, the moft dangerous confe- 


very well meaning regent, by all the means in his power, to 
prevent. The faid Quarter therefore queries, Whether it would 
not be proper to lay before the Hereditary Stadtholder the a- 
fore-mentioned obfervation, and fignify to him that their High 
Mightinefles, in order to obviate the aforefaid evils, think it 
their duty to fupplicate his Highnefs, in the moft affectionate

“ Her Majefty, the Emprefs of all the Ruflias, having found 
the declaration publifhed by the King of Prufha on the 3oth of 
April, concerning the navigation and trade of his fubjects du- 
ting the prefent war, to coincide with the principles laid out in 
her Imperial Majefty’s refcript of February 20, 17803 caufed 
a formal a& to be concluded and figned by their refpective Ma- 
jeftics ac Peterfburgh, on the 8th of May laft. The under- 
written Envoy Extraordinary from his Majelty the King of 
Prufhia, has received orders from his Court to acquaint their 
High Mightineffes with the faid act of May 8th, the intent and 
meaning of which is to ftrengthen that benevolent plan of im- 
partiality and freedom of trade and navigation of the neutral 
powers. 

“ The King prefumes, from the friendfhip and equity of their 
High Mightinefles, that they will look on this information as a 
proof of his confidence, that they will readily acknowledge the 
juftice and friendly intent of the faid aét, and entorce the com- 
mands laid on the officers and commanders of their fhips, as al- 
fo their privateers, not to infringe on the rights and liberties of 
Pruflian navigators, as being fubjeéts of a neutral power ; whilft 
his Majefty, on his part, will ufe the fame attention and vigi- 
lince, that his fabjeéts may carry on no illicit trade likely to 
Prejudice either of the belligerent powers.

Women or play were fuppofed to have produced it, though 
the true caufe has not yet trantpired. The parties met, and the 
Count de Stolberg was killed. ‘The Dailift was in the greateft 
agonies for the fate of his fon, who was apprehended for the

murder, when he received the following letter ftqm the Comte 
ae Stolberg, the furviving brother of the deceafed: 
I R, 

“‘ IT is with fincere condolance that I feize the earlieft 
opportunity of offering you my hand. I confider you as juftly 
entitled to commiferation. I hope T fhall confole you, by affu- 
ring you, in the moft fincere manner, that there does not a 
{park of refentment remain in my hieart towards your unfortu- 
nate fon, whofe hand deprived my dear brother of his life. I 
aflure you, Sir, in my own perfon, and in that of my brothers 
and filters, that we have taken, and Thall continue to take, e- 
very poflible means in our power to mitigate the misfortunes of 
your ion. If his fentence thould ultimately turn out contrary 
to what we all with, and to what, from the known clemency 
of the Judges, there is every reafon to expeét, in that cafe we 
fhall ufe every effort to procure lenity from his Majefty ; and 
affuredly his Majefty will not turn a deaf ear to our entreaties. 
Unhappy father! my feelings compel me to addrefs thefe few 
words of comfort to you. I intreat you m6ft-earneftly to rely 
on my affuranees. But, alas! this confolation will be light in. 
deed, if 1 thould afterwards prove unable to accompany it 
with that alone which can give you perfeét fecurity. Don’t 
think harfhly of your fon for an event which ought not to have 
had fo fatal an ifflue. ‘Permit me to foften my own concern, by 
informing you, that I have read one of the lewers of this young 
man, replete with fentiments which a generous heart could a- 
lone have diétated, and which drew tears of compaflion from 
my eyes. The ways of Heaven, however, are inextricable : 
they lead us to happinefs' by various paflages. The veil will 
one day be withdrawn, and perhaps, {trange as it may appear, 
we fhall mutually have caufe to rejoice in the tranfaétion which 
has recently taken place between your fon and my brother. 

‘* They were two young men in the flower of their age, each 
expofed to a thoufand dangers and temptations, which, pofli- 
bly, the one could only have avoided by an extraordinary 
death, and the other may, by the commiflion of a violent ac- 
tion, be led into a ferious refleétion of his own condué&t. Nei- 
ther of them thought of murdering the,other, nor had m. e- 
The 
laft words of my dying brother were, intercede for the par- 
don of him who has wounded me.”” This requeft of our bro- 
ther engages us warmly to intereft ourfelves for your fon, whofe 
Jot, in this affair, has hitherto been the mildeft. May God 
afiord you confolation! and grant that your fon, after having

Count Brigido, Prefident of the regency of Auftrian 
Poland, has been already appointed to receive their Highnefles 
on the frontiers ; and he is to keep open table, and tu entertain 
them with balls, concerts, and plays; for which purpofe a 
company has been engaged, and is to travel in the fuite of the 
Count to Vienna. 

A rate of ohe penny in the pound is now colleéting in the 
different parifhes in the county of Middlefex, to make good 
the damages fuftained by individuals in the riots of June 1785 
who have brought actions, and recovered of the county.

«©; The dearth of news, at atime when the fea is covered 
with formidable fleets and fquadrons, is rather a fingular cir- 
cumftance; thefe great armaments appear to be kept at fea, as 
if for the fole purpofe of exercifing the men, and accuftoming 
them to manceuvres. We have not as yet had any pofitive ac- 
count of the landing of the Duc de Crillon, in Minorca.- It 
is faid, that, on the 16th. he appeared off Majorca, and that 
on the 2oth he effected a landing in Minorca, but this is ftill 
but a report. However, this is certain, that the Courts of 
Madrid and Verfailles have adopted new views, with refpeét to 
the reduétion of the ifland. The Duke’s army is to be rein- 
forced with 11,000 men, eight complete battalions are to be 
fent from France, and five thoufand Spaniards are to be em- 
barked for the fame expedition from Barcelona. Probably the 
original plan, which was merely to block up Fort St Philip, 
has been laid afide ; and now the two Courts may have refol- 
ved to carry on the fiege regulaly, or even attempt to ftorm 
it. 

« They talk here of great preparations for the Eaft Indies: 
It is faid that 6000 men are to be fent out for that part of the 
world, under the commarid of Moaf, de Baily, and that four 
fail of the line are to convey them. .

** There is undoubtedly fomething of the greateft moment 
on the tapis at the Court of Vienna; and the Minifters for foe 
reign affairs have been uncommonly bify fince the arrival-of ah 
exprefs from one of our Ambafladors. TheChancery of State 
fits daily, with very little interruption. _It is generally belie- 
ved that a general peace is the great object our monarch has in 
view. ‘This much, however, is certain, that the greateft num- 
ber of couriers that are difpatched from our Court, take the 
roads chiefly of Peterfburgh, Paris, Madrid, and London : 
But ftill the Emperor doe not depend folely on negociations. 
At Court he feems to pant for peace; view him in the coun- 
try, he appears to breathe nothing but war. He has camps 
formed in different parts of his dominions, and keeps his men 
to as ftriét duty as if he was aétually in a ftate of hoftilities 
with fome of his neighbours: 

“ Immediately after his laft return from France, he fet out 
for Pefth, accompanied by General Brown. He juft refrefh> 
ed himfelf, and wetit to the camp, The generale was beat at 
midnight ; at two in the morning the whole army, horfe and

Board intending to fix the lights in thofe houfes; and tojkeep 
them thereafter conftantly lighted from fun-fet to fun-rife, 
throughout the year; the following is publifhed for the infors 
mation of all navigators : 

Thofe two light-houfes aré ereéted on the coalt of Wicklow, 
the eaftermoft on the Saddle of Wicklow Head, the other on 
the Long Hill, bearing from each other W. N. W. and E. S. 
E. diftant one quarter of a mile, the weftermolt fo elevated as 
to be feen diftinétly above the other. ; 

On the upper floor of each houfe these is a fpace of five 
parts out of eight glazed for a lantern, which takes in ev 
neceflary fea view, and will be lighted with candles, aflifted by 
reflecting glaffes. 

Ships comming up the Chanriel, bound to Dublin, . through 
Wicklow Swath, mu(t not bririg the lights to the northward of 
N. by N. W. until unr bring Wicklow Swath open, which 
they will know by the lights drawing near into one. 

With the wind to thé weftward, and flood tide, they may 
ftand in with the lights fomewhat open to the fouthward, and 
with a northerly wind they may bring them a long way open to 
tire northward. 

With the wind to the fouthward, or eaftward, the lights are 
to be brought into one; they will then bear W. N. W. In 
this diteétion fhips may boldly fail into the Swafh, where they 
will have 14, 22, 10, to 6 fathom water, as they draw near 
the fhore. 

In dark and hazy weather, fhips muft not come nearer to 
the banks than 20 fathom water, as they rife fuddenly from 
that depth inwards. 

N. Bs By day, the Great Sugar Loaf muft be kept a large 
fail’s breadth open with Wicklow Head. 

The north end of Arklow bank bears from Wicklow Head 
S. half E. When the Great Sugar Loaf will appear in the 
center between the two light-houfes; Wicklow Head will then 
bear N. half E. diftant about two leagues and a half; there 
will be no more than eight feet water at one hour’s floods 

In ftanding to the northwatd without the banks, mariners 
muft be careful to avoid the Codling Patch, (a dangerous bank 
with little water, and rapid and deceitful tides;) this bank 
bears from the light of Wicklow N. E. half E. diftant about 
three leagues and a half; and from the light of Howth S. half 
E. here the tide of ebb fets {trong in thore. 

The banks to the northward of the Codling Patch being 
marked with buoys by day, and having the light of Howth for 
their government by night, render any defcription here unne- 
ceflary, as a multiplicity of matter may confufe, rather than in+ 
form the ftranger 3 but at the fame time it is neceffary to ob- 
ferve, that fhips are not to attempt Y night to ftand into the 
bay of Dublin, until they bring the‘light of Howth to bear N. 
N. W. half W. then they will be to the northward of the

CAPITULATION of the Lfand of Tobago, between the 

Count de Grafe, commanding the naval forces of his M oft 

Chriftian Majefiy, and the Marquis de Borille, Command- 

ant General of the French Windward I/flands in America, 

on the one part, and the Honourable George Fergufon, E/93 

Commander in Chief of the Ifand of Tobago, and the Ho- 

nourable Major Stanhope, commanding his Britannic Maye- 

fy’s forces in the faid ifland, on the other part. 

Arr. I. The Governor, Staff, and other: officers of the 
troops, and foldiers of the garrifon of the Ifland of Tobago, 
fhall march out of the redoubt and forts with the honours of 
war, and fhall afterwards lay down their arms, the officers ex- 
cepted. 

II. The officers and troops hall be afterwards fent to 
France, except fuch cfficers as fhall have permifhon from the 
French General to remain in the windward Iflands of Ameri- 
ca upon their parole. 

The wives and children of the troops fhall fellow the fame 
deftination. : 

III. The inhabitants of the ifland fhall preferve their civil 
government, laws, cultoms, and ordinances; and the fame 
perfons who now adminifter juftice fhall be continued in their 
functions until the peace, as long as they condué& themfelves 
properly. 

The Court of Chancery thall be held by the members of the 
Council, in the form eftablithed by the laws; cuftoms, and or- 
dinances, under which the ifland is governed, until the peace 5 
but the appeals from the faid Court thal! be made to the Coun- 
cil of his Moft Chriftian Majetty. 

IV. The inhabitants in general of the faid ifland, gnd the 
clergy thall be protected in the enjoyment of their eftates, and 
of every thing in their poffefion, of whatfoever nature it may 
be, as well as of their privileges, rights, honours, and exemp- 
tions. They thall have the free exercife of their religion, and 
the clergy fhall enjoy their benefices. ; 

The free negroes and mulattoes fhall be maintained in their 
liberty ; but no flave fhall be franchifed in futdre without per- 
mifhon from the Governor General, conformable to the cul- 
toms eftablifhed in the French colonies. 

V. The inhabitants fhall pay no other taxes to his Moft 
Chriftian Majefty than they paid to his Britannic Majetty.
